POWER OF X RAYS TESTED. 

Dr. UocSce. a Blind Man. Describe* Matty 
Objects with It* Assistance. 

Another exjieriment with the X ray 
was tried on the blind Dr. James II. 
Cocke at Boston. One of the tests made 
was the perception of objects which 
were passed between X rays and the 
lluoroscope. \\ hen letters were held 
betwecR t lie light and the fiuoroscope. 
Dr. Cocke was able to accurately de- 
scribe them, lie described the letter S 
ns two curves meeting, and when the 
letter G was accidentally held so that 
only a part came between him and the 
light, lie described that part exactly, 
and omitted any mention of the other. 

He said most distinctly that thesensa- 
tiou was not that of light, as he had 
conceived it. While various things 
were being passed back and forth be- 
tween him and the light a hammer was 
passed in. He instantly described it as 
a sense of length witli a mass at the 
end. lie was told it w as a hammer, and 
thereafter was able to tell it whenever 
it was projected between thc fiuoros- 
c-ope-and the light. 

The letter C he described as a curve 
that described more than half a circle, 
and was able to identify it after one 
or two tests. Two pieces of glass, one 
held horizontally and the other per- 
pendicularly, meeting, he instantly de- 
scribed, and told immediately that one 
had described an angle of about £5 de- 
grees, with the other when the vertical 
one was lowered. 

The experiments were conducted at 
the Boston University Medical school 
on East Concord street.

Chilli Suffers Ten Months Before It Is 
Expelled. 

A strange case has come under the 
no* he of the physicians at Topeka , Kan. 
In the latter part of last February th? 
four-year-old son of Silas Sch noker, o ’ 
Dodge City, was brought to Topeks. for 
treatment by Surgeon McClintick. the 
boy had swallowed a six-penny wire 
nail, and it was believed it had lodged 
in hs lung. The surgeon attempted to 
reach it with his knife, and later em- 
ployed the X rays, but without suc- 
cess. So he sent the boy home, with the 
prediction that the nail would work 
throagh his Rings and kill him. 

Th ursday morning the boy was seized 
with a violent tit of coughing, and in 
one >f his paroxysms brought the nail 
up ia his throat, from whence be re- 
moved it with his own fingers. 

Dr. Crumbine. the local physician, 
who has had charge of thc case, says 
that the medical authorities record 
three months as tho longest time a sub- 
stanee such as a nail might remain in 
the lungs without causing death, while 
nearly ten months elapsed in the case 
of the Schmoker boy. The nail, which 
was nearly two inches long, had be- 
come black and corroded, and parts of 
it bad sloughed away, showing t hat na- 
ture was doing her best to dispose of 
its unwelcome presence.

( anadian Lin«* Into Maine. 

Attention has been called to a fraud 
upon thc revenue of the United States 
which has come under the notice of 
the officers of the Canadian customs 
service. After hav ing operated for sev- 
eral years along the St. Lawrctice. 
opium smugglers have now- transferred 
their operations to another field in the 
province of New Brunswick at Claire, 
in tho vicinity of the international 
boundary line between that province 
and the state of Maine at Fort Kent. 

The two were recently detected tak- 
ing over l.VJ pounds of refined opium 
into the United States at this point, but 
a? the Canadian officers had no jurisdic- 
tion to interfere, the contraband goods 
were safely landed cn the other side. 
Freni Fort Kent they have to travel 
bv stage conch or private conveyance 
foi a distance of 70 miles before they 
reach any railway. 

It lias also been made a point for 
smuggling goods from the l nited 
States into Canada, and the same gang 
was working to defraud the revenues 
of liolh countries by well organized 
methods. In view of this fnrt. a Cana- 
dian custom officer has just been dis- 
patched to that section of the country 
in (lie hope that an end may be put to 
this traffic.

A Oil to B« IUd« on John W. Yrrfcn to 
Announce liluisfif. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan 7. — State Sen- 
ators E. C. Linney and C Stege, of 
Louisville, vrere here Wednesday and 
had an extended conference with 
Gov. Bradley. Senator Linney has 
been circulating a petition among 
members of the legislature obtaining 
signatures to a call upon lion.

In payiueut of 
the debt Lascyville preeiucl would 
be compelled to issue bonds to the 
amount of more than 5i30,<k)i), with 
less than $1 .OnO.imO worth of assessable 
property, and I. indie precinct would 
have to issue to the amount of S'tu.iHtO, 
with less than 8500.1*10 of property 
'I he interest on the l»,nds annual- 
ly *u the Casey v die precinct 
would amount to 88 , 000 . To pay off 
the debt, even on the compromise 
basis, would require a lax on the peo- 
ple of more than double the amount of 
Mate aud county taxes Whether the 
riliseus will accept the compromise is 
hard to say. The majority have thus 
far licrn opposed to paying a cent of the 
alleged unjust debt, but mauy prop- 
erty owners Uere have expressed a 
desire to com promise in order to be rid 
of the matter. This tax has hung over 
the people or the two precincts 
fur a period of 2W vears or 

more, and lias retarded the develop- 
ment of one of the richest sections 
of the stat<-. The tax is for a railroad 
that was never built, and the citizens 
have thorefin e resisted the collection 
of the enormous debt. Last summer a 
war seemed imminent, when it was 
rumored that a citizen of the county 
( I houias Blackwell) had qualified to 
collect the tax. Blackwell never made 
l lie attempt, for good reasons.
